1 . (Amended) An uncoated and unfiled acrylic polymer product obtained from an acrylic 
composition comprising greater tha/ 70 % w /w of the residues of at least one polymerizable 
acrylic monomer, 0.3 - 5 % w/w/ a finely divided compound comprising at least one oxide 
selected from silicon, titaniunyzirconium and aluminum oxides, and 0.2-25 % w/w of at least 
one linking compound which4 miscible with said polymerizable acrylic monomer and which 
is capable of bonding to th/surface of the oxide compound. 

2. (Amended) A product as claimed in claim 1, wherein the linking compound contains at 
least one functionaj/group which is copolymeizable with the acrylic monomers and a polar \ 
group and which^ capable of bonding to the surface of the oxide compound. j 

(Amended) A product as claimed in claim 2, wherein the linking compound comprises a 
mo\functional or polyfunction^ acrylate or methacrylate compound which additionally 
contain\a polar hydroxyl group. 
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
